There is not the slightest indication on the part 
of the French Government of weakening *n its determination to maintain tne occupying forces in the Ruhr until satisfactory arrangements for the payment of 
reparations nre made with the German authorities. 


HE deadlock in the Ruhr 

still continues, although 

there have been some de- 
velopments which indicated 
that Germany was not averse 
to negotiations. The French 
and Belgians took a step on 
Feb. 28 which may have an im- 
portant result on the occupa- 
tion. It was announced that 
Ruhr coal might from the fol- 
lowing day be exported into 
Germany on payment to the 
Allies of the 40 per cent. the 
German -Government is sup- 
posed to have collected prior to 
the occupation. 

The new decision came as 
something of a surprise in 
some quarters, for it had been 
expected that Premier Poin- 
caré would maintain firmly the 
barrier put up between the 
Ruhr and unoccuvied Germany 
to prevent Ruhr coal and prod- 
ucts from reaching Germany 
until that country had backed 
down. On the other side there 
can be no question that the new 
plan lends force to M. Poin- 
caré’s claim that France is in 
the Ruhr to collect reparations. 

But perhaps there are more 
important reasons for the de- 
cision. It is highly desirable 
for the French to keep the 
miners at their work and thus 
prevent idleness and its results 
in the occupied territory. It is 
also highly desirable from the 
irrench and Belgian point of 
view to bring pressure to bear 
on the Ruhr magnates to co- 


operate, willingly or unwilling- 
ly, in working out the French 
plan to make the Ruhr pay. 

There are good reasons to 
believe that the coal barrier set 
up four weeks ago is beginning 
to have real effect in Germany 
and that the German people 
and industries will soon begin 
to lack coal to a degree hitherto 
not felt. 

Under the new syatem the 40 
per cent. tax would be paid by 
the coal shippers in applying 
for an export license. If the 
coal operators pay the tax to 
the French and Belgians—of 


course putting it on to the 
price—then Germany can get 
coal. If the operators refuse, 
the German people will not get 
coal and the French can ask 
the Germans whose fault it is. 

It is probable that the new 
plan will bring considerable 
pressure to bear on the big coal 
mine owners and may well af- 
fect the attitude of German 
opinion toward the Berlin Gov- 
ernment’s policy of resistance. 

M. Poincaré’s friends argue 
that if he can get the Ruhr coal 
business going it will be the 
tirst step toward getting the 
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Soup kitchens established by the French Military Control for the civilian pop- 


ulation of Herme, in the Ruhr Valley.

Anyhow, it is pointed out, if 
in the weeks to come the Ger- 
mans wail over lack of Ruhr 
coal the French will now have 
a reply which certainly has 
prepaganda value. If the Ger- 
man people really want coal 
and Berlin wants them to have 
it, M. Poincarg,has shown how 
it can be had at no higher 
prices than if the Ruhr were 
not occupied. 

The effect on this country of 
the Ruhr occupation was indi- 
cated by the warning given by 
the United States Department 
of Commerce on Feb. 28 that 
with the establishment of a 
strict customs control around 
the Rubr district in Germany 
by the occupying French and 
Belgian forces, shipments for 
American account in and out of 
the Ruhr may be subject to. 
delay, particularly if shipped 
across unoccupied territory. 
The advices are based on cable 
reports just received by the de- 
partnient. 

The principal products of the 
Ruhr district, the department 
reports, are completely em- 
bargoed from going into unoc- 
cupied Germany, only minor 
products being allowed to be 
shipped into Germany upon the

Previous to the New York raids 
thirty-six other persons had been ar- 
rested in other cities without any pub- 
licity, so that the Government now has 
sixty-four prisoners. 

New raids are expected in the next 
few days in New York, C! cago, De- 
troit, San Francisco and other large 
cities where the conspirators are said 
to have established “branch offices ” 
for the local distribution of their prod- 
uct. At least 1,000 persons are sched- 
uled for arrest, the vast majority being 
“ smal] fry,’”’ who have done the actual 


work of passing the bad money and 
paper. 

The extent to which the conspirators 
have fleeced the public, according to 
Government agents, is indicated by es- 
timates that $1,000,000 in spurious 
money and $10,000,000 worth of f. aud- 
ulent stamps, labels and so on have 
been distributed in the last year. The 
victims of the counterfeiters belonged 
in two classes. In the first category 
were newly arrived immigrants, who 
could easily be deceived by spurious 
paper. The other class consisted of 
bootleggers, whisky smugglers, dope 
peddlers and other criminals, who could 
not bring any legal action against the 

















GIGANTIC conspiracy to manu- 
A facture and distribute counterfeit 

money, postage stamps, internal 
revenue stamps, liquor labels, &c., 
through which the public is  elieved 
to have lost millions of dollars within 
the last year, was disclosed by the Fed- 
eral Government Feb. 21, following the 
arrest of twenty-eight men in raids 
throughout the metropolitan district on 
the night before. 

Government agents announced that 
they had finally penetrated to the core 
a mystery that had puzzled them for 
months, and had caught the makers and 
wholesale distributers of the $2, $5, $10 
and $20 bank notes that hav. been 
flooding the country. They say they 
have broken up the biggest counterfeit- 
ing syndicate of recent years, so big 
that its ramifications extended from its 
headquarters in New York City to 
every big city in the country and to 
many foreign cities.

Due largely to 
the smugglers of liq- 
quor and narcotics, the 
ramifications of the coun- 
terfeiting plot took on _ inter- 
national proportions. The sea boot- 
leggers, who have been operating off 
the Long Island and New Jersey coas¢s, 
are said to have taken thousands of 
dollars in spurious bank notes back to 
their home ports in the West Indies, 
Canada, England, France and Italy. 

The distribution of the bad money 
in this country was done through the 
Italian colonies of the large cities. The 
counterfeiters were Italian, but had no 
scruples about preying upon their own 
countrymen. According to the Govern- 
ment agents, the counterfeited bank 
notes were very crudely made and 
failed to deceive them when they he- 
gan to be offered in America and Amer- 
icanized circles.

The redemption of Italy having been 
accomplished from the standpoint of 
the Fascisti, the National Militia, com- 
posed chiefly of Fascisti and closely 
affiliated with that body, has aban- 
doned its formal organization.

The progress and triumph of the 
Fascisti movement has been one of the 
most interesting and significant phe- 
nomena of modern times.

At first the consti- 
tuted authorities were minded to resist 
and proclaim martial law, but milder 
counsels prevailed and Mussolini was 
embraced by the King and empowered 
to form a Cabinet. This he did, making 
himself the Minister of the Interior 
and for Foreign Affairs, so that he 
retained in his own hands the domestic 
and foreign policy of the country.

OMF. lad, who more than 140 years 
S ago gave up his life under the lead- 
ership of General Washington in 
that serics of bitter skirmishes fought 
in the Westchester Hills, lay in state 
on Waslington’s Birthday in the Town 
Hall at Tuckahoe, while school children 
and old men and women stood beside 
him to pay him tribute. They called 
him “Washington’s Unknown Soldier,” 
and some day when they have a fitting 
place they will lay him away again in 
the hills which he helped to free. 
Beside him in the same coffin were 
the bones of two more Revolutionary 
soldiers who were buried with him. 
When they were killed or in what battle 
is wot certainly known, but it was 
provably when a company of irregulars 
was surrounded in an old house that 
commanded the junction of two roads 
in Tuckahoe. The British outnumbered 
them and killed more than 150. A few 
others escaped, and when they brought 
up reinforcements there was nothing 
for them to do but bury their dead.

Skeletons of those early fighting 
men, “ unknown soldiers,” every one of 
them, have been uncovered from time 
to time as the town of Tuckahoe has 
grown. The harshness of their life 
and the dismal difficulties under which 
they fought were evident to those who 
discovered them. They lay with their 
feet to the east and their arms straight 
beside them instead of being folded on 
their breasts, as soldiers sleep after the 
last “taps,” and there was nothing 
else, not even a button. They had been 
stripped before they were buried, so 
desperate was the need of Washington’s 
men for clothes and uniforms. 

The townspeople of Tuckahoe filed 
through to lay their flowers on the 
coffin until it was buried beneath their 
blossoms, and only bits of the vivid red, 
white and blue flag shone through. 
They stood with bared heads for a little 
while, soldiers keeping guard at the 
head and foot, and then passed on,
